PAMLICO MINING SUIT: 


a Full @ublication of the Facts in 
the Case. 

| So much hag been said about the 
Pamlico mining suit, recently tried 
before Judge Rising at Hawthorne, 
Nev., and opinions concerning it are 
80 diverse and contradictory that the 
Gazetre bas concluded, in justice to 
all parties concerned, to publish the 
facts. 

The mining locations in contention 
are the Pamlico, claimed by plaintiff, 
and the Lakeview, claimed by defend- 

ants. The locations adjoin each other, 
and do not conflict. 

- The defendants ‘' disclaim any title 
or interest in the Pamlico surface 
ground, or the Pamlico lode, or any 
other lode which has its top or apex 
within the Pamlico location,’’ (extract 
from instructions of the Court] but 
deny that the Pamlico lode enters the 
Lakeview ground on its downward 
course from the Pamlicolocation. The 
plaintiff claimed that the case was a 
chancery case, to be tried by the Court. 
The defendants claimed that it was an 
action at law, to be tried by jury. In 
deciding the contention the Court said : 


“T differ as to the viewexpressed by 
counsel for plaintiff. I regard-the case 
aud issues to involve the determination 


of a legal title, and I differ with you 
that it is a chancery. proceeding, and 
that the Court might ormight net try 
it without ajury. * You have 
not the right to ask the Court to decide 
this case; the defendants have the 
right to its determination by a jury.”

NICKELS AND PENNIES. 


How Uncle Sam’s Small But Useful Coins 
‘Are Prepared for Circulation. | 

The copper used in the manufacture of 
pennies is of the very best quality and 
is from the Calumet and Hecla Mining 
Company on Lake Superior. The meta! 
is shipped in bulk from the mines to the 
factories of Merchant & Co., in Con- 
necticut. P 

There it is rolled ail stamped out in 
circles of the requisite size, says the 
Philadelphia Enquirer. ‘These circles 
are perfectly plain, with the exception 
of the raised or milled edge. At_ this 
stage the pieces intended for pennies 
are as bright as gold pieces, while those 
intended for nickels resemble highly- 
polished silver. In this condition they 
are delivered to the mint. Of course it 
is absolutely necessar¥ that all the 
pieces should be of uniform size and 
weight. 

The transfer from the factory to the 


mint is made, and the.number of. pieces 

ina package is reckoned by its weight. 
To find out how many small coins the 
amount of nickel and copper contracted 
for at present will make, multiply the 
number of pounds of copper by one hun- 
dred and the number of pounds of nickel 
by seventy. 

This calculation will show that the 
metal now about to be made up into coir 
will make 35,000 nickels and 100,000 
pennies. One hundred pennies, there- 
fore, weigh exactly one pound. 

When these pieces reach the mint 
they are subjected to the finishing proc- 
ess, which consists in stamping them 
with the denomination, lette ing - and 
| characters seen on the coins when they 
- reach the public. To accomplish this 
great pressure is needed, as the pieces 
are not heated again after leaving the 
factory. 

The amount of pressure required is 
simply enormous, considering the size 


of the pieces. The copper pennies re- 
quire a pressure of ten tons avoirdupois,

MICE ANDO REPTILES. 


A Battle Between Rodents, Scorpions and 
Centipedes, 

In an English work, called “The Life of a 
Soldier,” we find the following account of 
battles between mice, scorpions and centi- 
pedes in Barbadoes.
